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burden,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  are  entitled  to  show  that 
far  from  being  a burden  on  the  community,  here  is  someone 
that  enhances  the  community.

taped  interviews.  Dr.  Leary  provided  extensive  information 
concerning  several  state  and  Federal  violations . The 
transcript  of  these  interviews  totals  over  400  type- 
written pages.  After  successfully  corroborating 
Dr,  Leary’s  initial  information,  he  was  interviewed 
by  the  FBI  over  a three  week  period  at  a secure  location 
in  California.  During  this  period,  he  consented  to  being 
transported  to  several  other  locations  in  California 
to  identify  "safe -houses,”  Also,  Dr.  Leary  provided 
invaluable  help  to  interviewing  Agents  by  assisting 
them  in  retrieving  and  evaluating  voluminous  documentary 
evidence  available  in  the  Leary  archives.
